Today, 
custom floors of linoleum are being installed not only 
throughout many homes, but also in stores and in 
public and commercial buildings of all kinds. 
Meeting the constantly-growing demand for special 
floors is the job of Armstrong’s Bureau of Interior 
Decoration, which is headed by Hazel Dell Brown, a 
nationally-known interior decorator. Under her expert 
direction, a staff of skilled decorators is kept busy 
creating special designs for thousands of persons 
who bring their problems to Armstrong. Members of 
this staff are thoroughly conversant with modern 
decorative trends and have a keen appreciation of the 
problems encountered in designing attractive floors 
for all types of installations. When special designs are 
needed for specific jobs, the services of this experienced 
group of talented people are at the disposal of Arm- 
strong merchants without charge. During its twenty- 
one years of existence, this unique service has received 
and handled more than a half million requests for 


During the past twenty-one years, the staff of the Bureau 
of Interior Decoration has sent out letters in answer to 
more than a half million requests for decorating advice. 


advice on decoration problems. The bulk of these 
inquiries has come from readers of Armstrong’s 
national magazine advertisements which invited them 
to write to the Bureau for help in planning specific 
color schemes in relation to the use of linoleum floors. 
Other inquiries were received from merchants, 
architects, interior decorators, and builders. 


COLOR SCHEME SERVICE 


All inquiries received by the Bureau are handled by 
members of the staff personally. There is no “‘stock”’ 
service. One group is kept busy designing floors, 
another making up color schemes. When a request for 
a color scheme is received, the letter is carefully con- 
sidered from every standpoint. First, a suitable type of 
linoleum floor is selected to fit the pocketbook and the 
type of house described. Walls, wood trim, draperies, 
upholstery fabrics, and rugs are then selected. Actual 
samples of curtain and drapery materials, wall paper, 
wood trim, upholstery, and fabric rugs are assembled 
in a complete harmonious color scheme. For many 
rooms, Armstrong’s Linowall makes an ideal deco- 
rative wall covering, and for such rooms, color plates 
of Linowall are included. This complete color scheme 
and the recommendations of the decorator are mailed to

In the case of commercial and public buildings, 
where special custom treatment is desired for the 
floors, Armstrong’s Bureau of Interior Decoration 
offers a different form of service. Working from blue- 
prints of floor and wall plans furnished by the owner 
or architect through his Armstrong merchant, the 
decorator designs a complete custom-tailored floor 
for each particular room. These floor and wall plans 
are worked out to scale, and colored reproductions of 
the materials recommended are pasted in position. 
When completed, this layout is a miniature of the 
proposed floor or wall with all special border and 
Linoset work shown in actual color just as it will 
appear in the finished room.

mark in the showrooms of one of his distributors, or 
the coat of arms of an illustrious family in the foyer of 
their palatial home—placing a fraternity emblem in a 
lodge room floor—these are the types of jobs often 
referred to the Bureau of Interior Decoration, for fre- 
quently the emblem should be redesigned before it can 
be made effective in a linoleum floor. There are many 
examples, however, of very intricate designs that have 
been perfectly reproduced in linoleum. 

Capturing the fundamental spirit or theme or hobby 
of the prospective floor purchaser and reflecting that 
idea in the floor or wall is another way in which this 
special service is of value. Typical recent installations 
of floors designed by Armstrong decorators include 
a floor in a maternity hospital showing a stork carry- 
ing a baby, a men’s furnishings store with insets of 
hats and shirts in the floor, a nursery with Mother 
Goose characters as floor insets, a hospital floor show- 
ing the signs of the zodiac, a doctor’s office floor inset 
with the symbol of Caduceus, and a game room with 
a shuffleboard and a race horse game laid out in the 
floor.

Traffic lanes are built into 
custom-type linoleum floors in many stores to lead 
the customer to a particular department or display.

color harmony is assured will be found in the Color 
Harmony Wheel illustrated above. 

Each of the colors in this wheel is a Plain linoleum 
pattern. Starting with No. 23 White, notice how the 
line is toned through three gradations of gray to reach 
No. 27 Black. Again, observe how the blues blend 


imperceptibly into each other and into the various 
tones of green and No. 48 Yellow. Likewise, in the reds 
and browns, the color line is balanced for perfect 
harmony when custom floors are created either with 
tones of the same color or with widely assorted colors. 

Another important feature, which is not so readily 
evident from the Color Wheel, is the fact that any 
given tone of any one color is such that it can be used

PASTEL COLORS ADD INTEREST 


A fact of special interest in this line of Plains is the 
generous assortment of the lighter and more decora- 
tive colors in the pastel tints. These colors not only 
contribute greatly to the interest of inset designs, but 
they also have wide appeal as field colors in rooms 
where the more modern styles of decoration are em- 
ployed. For example, in restaurants, theatres, powder 
rooms, grills, clubs, and similar places where striking 
decorative treatments are commonly used, these 
colors are invaluable. They may also be used with 
pleasing effect where the delicate colors of Linowall 
are being installed on walls and wainscots. 


SIMPLIFIES BORDER SELECTION 


A still further advantage to be found in this grada- 
tion of the twenty-five Plain colors is that it greatly 
simplifies the selection of suitable borders and Lino- 
strips. The pastel colorings again are valuable in this 
respect, since they are so close in tone to the lighter 
colors that appear so prominently in the current pat- 
terns of Marbelle, Monobelle, and Inlaid linoleum.

Battleship gauges: 6 mm., 3{4¢-inch, and Heavy. As 
in all other types of linoleum except Printed, the colors 
run through the full thickness of the resilient com- 
position to the burlap back. As a result, scuffing feet 
and scraping furniture do not permanently mar the 
beauty of color for which these patterns are noted. 


MAINTENANCE IS EASY 


Additionally, from the standpoint of economical 
maintenance, Plains require no special treatment.

Armstrong’s Jaspé Linoleum is adaptable to an al- 
most unlimited variety of residential and business uses. 
As an allover floor, it provides generous but restrained 
use of any one of fifteen harmonious colors. Installing 
borders or feature strips with the graining at right 
angles to the field is an effective device, while alter- 
nating the direction of the graining of large squares 
of one color also results in a most attractive floor. 

For custom-built floors, the carefully chosen and 
related color range offers a practically endless number 
of pleasing combinations for borders and feature 
strips, with contrasting tones either of Jaspé or of 


Plain patterns. Offices and stores find Jaspé practical, 
too, in its ability to conceal traffic marks and wear. 
Six of the lighter colorings of Armstrong’s Jaspé, 
particularly suitable for residential use, are now 
offered in standard gauge, making this type of flooring 
available in a lower price range than ever before. 

The attic guest room shown above owes much of its 
effectiveness to the floor. The field of beige Jaspé is 
combined with Linostrips of coral, willow green, and 
turquoise Plain linoleum, giving a large-scale plaid de- 
sign which is particularly suitable for the appealing 
Swedish peasant treatment of this hospitable room.

N addition to its use as one of the most popular 

allover solid color flooring materials, Jaspé is used 
in a wide variety of special floor effects. Most of these 
effects are obtainable only with Jaspé because of its 
characteristic two-tone graining. Some of these special 
Jaspé floor effects are described below: 


BASKET-WEAVE DESIGN 


One of the most popular Jaspé custom floors is the 
basket-weave design made by cutting Jaspé into square 
and oblong blocks. Either one or two colors may be 
used, but where two colors are used it is customary to 
cut the squares from the darker material. The square 
and oblong blocks are then alternated in the floor with 
the Jaspé graining of the oblong blocks running the 
long way of the room, and the graining of the square 
blocks at right angles. 


MITRED FLOOR EFFECTS 


The mitre-joint effect is always pleasing with Jaspé. 
Sometimes entire rooms are floored with one large 
mitred square or oblong, with the diagonal seams 
running from corner to corner. There is considerable 
waste material from this design which usually can be 
worked off in another room. One way to use the mitre- 
joint design without waste is to use alternating mitre- 
joined squares. In one set of squares the graining of 
the four triangular pieces points toward the center; in 
the alternating blocks the graining forms a series of 
concentric squares. 


EARLY AMERICAN PLANK FLOORS 


One interesting Jaspé effect for colonial homes, tea 
rooms, taverns, and shops in the early American style, 
is the colonial plank floor. The ‘“‘planks”’ are usually

alternating strips—6, 9, and 12 inches wide—of Malay 
brown and autumn brown Jaspé separated by 14-inch 
strips of chocolate Plain linoleum. The ends of the 
“planks”’ inset with dowels and butterfly wedges are 
placed between the “‘planks.’’

OTHER JASPE CUSTOM FLOORS 


Another striking Jaspé effect is the herringbone 
pattern made by laying Jaspé strips on the diagonal 
with the strips alternating to give a feathered or 
herringbone effect. A more simple design is to use 
large squares of Jaspé with the graining of alternate 
squares running in opposite directions. A variation of 
this design is to inset Plain linoleum feature strips 
between the squares. Still another simple floor idea is 
obtained with borders or feature strips of Jaspé with 
the grain running the short way.

LAYER of Armstrong’s Lining Felt should be 
pasted to wood subfloors and thoroughly rolled 
before the linoleum is installed. Then the linoleum 
should be pasted to the lining felt. For both of these 
operations, Armstrong’s Linoleum Paste is the correct 
adhesive to use. 
There are many reasons why this felt-layer method 
of installing linoleum produces a better flooring job. 


PROTECTS LINOLEUM 


First and most important is the fact that laying it 
over felt protects the linoleum from splitting and 
cracking. In summer, wood subfloors expand. In 
winter, they contract. This movement of the boards 
with the seasons puts considerable strain on the lino- 
leum if the linoleum is pasted direct to the boards, 
without a protective layer of felt in between. Often, 
this movement is great enough to tear the linoleum. 

However, when lining felt is used, the strain is 
placed upon the lining felt, which has much more 
“sive” than the linoleum. The lining felt takes up this 
strain and prevents it from being transmitted to the 
linoleum. As a result, the linoleum is protected and is 
much less likely to split, crack, or buckle. 

Lining felt also is desirable because it prevents the 
outline of the floor boards from showing through the 
linoleum, especially when thinner gauges of linoleum 
are used. Most subfloors are not perfectly smooth, and 
where there is no intermediate layer of lining felt, the 
irregularities of the subfloor frequently are visible 
through the linoleum. High spots wear out faster, too, 
thus reducing the life of the material. 


INCREASES COMFORT 


_ By covering the cracks in the floor boards, the lining 

felt makes the finished floor warmer and more com- 
fortable. It helps to prevent drafts or dust from coming 
up from floors below. It cushions footsteps and makes 
the linoleum floor quieter and more restful. For this 
reason, lining felt is often used under linoleum installed 


over concrete or other hard subfloors, even though 
its use is not essential as it is with wood subfloors. 

Armstrong’s felt-layer method of installing linoleum 
has been tested by more than twenty years of actual 
service in thousands of residences, stores, offices, and 
other busy public buildings. 


SIMPLIFIES REMOVAL 


Where the user lives in a rented house or a house 
that may be sold, the use of lining felt will be an 
economy because it makes the removal of the linoleum 
easy. Instead of moving out of the house and leaving 
the linoleum floor behind, the user can have the lino- 
leum removed and take it with him to his new resi- 
dence. For the same reason, lining felt is desirable 
when linoleum is installed in rented stores or offices. 

Armstrong’s Lining Felt, which is colored green for 
easy identification, was developed especially for the 
purpose of protecting and cushioning linoleum floors. 
It is heavy enough to reduce irregularities in the sub- 
floor and dense enough to withstand scuffing during 
installation. It absorbs a minimum of adhesive, yet it 
insures a tight bond with the linoleum and subfloor. 
Also, it offers high resistance to tearing and splitting. 

Armstrong’s Lining Felt should not be confused 
with ordinary roofing felt and should be used where 
Armstrong’s Linoleum is to be installed over wood. 
Moderate in cost, it represents the highest develop- 
ment in a specialized lining felt for flooring work. 


INSURES SERVICEABILITY 


The felt-layer method is the only sure method of 
insuring maximum serviceability and maximum com- 
fort in a linoleum floor installed over a wood subfloor. 
While linoleum floors may be installed over suspended 
concrete subfloors, either with or without lining felt, 
they should never be installed over concrete subfloors 
which are in direct contact with the ground, on or be- 
low grade. For example, linoleum should not be used 
as a basement floor covering material.

PROPERLY treated linoleum or felt-base floor 
needs only a daily dusting and an occasional 
cleaning and rewaxing to keep it looking new and 
fresh for its maximum life of service. This simple 
maintenance program also greatly lightens the care of 
any floor and helps to eliminate expensive refinishing. 


CARE OF LINOLEUM IN HOMES 


As soon as the floor is installed, apply a coat of 
Linogloss Wax. Go over the floor daily with a dry 
mop to remove dust and loose dirt. Spilled things 
may be wiped up with a damp cloth or mop. The pro- 
tective wax film should be renewed from time to time. 

When the floor is very dirty, wash with a solution of 
Armstrong’s Floor Cleaner and warm water. Rinse 
with clear water and apply Armstrong’s Linogloss Wax. 


CARE OF LINOLEUM IN 
PUBLIC BUILDINGS

Linoleum is a mixture of oxidized linseed oil, finely 
ground cork, resins, fillers, and color pigments pressed 
on a burlap backing. In Inlaid linoleum, the colors 
run all the way through to the burlap backing. In 
Printed linoleum, the colors are printed on a plain 
linoleum surface with high gloss paints, but the back- 
ing is also burlap. Felt-base floor covering may be 
easily distinguished from Printed linoleum because its 
backing is not burlap but a special type of flooring 
felt made from selected rag fibres. 


EXTRA CARE IN MANUFACTURE 


Although Armstrong’s Felt-Base goods are less 
expensive than Armstrong’s Linoleum, the same con- 
scientious care goes into the making of felt-base as into 
linoleum. Raw materials are the best obtainable. 
Chemists test these ingredients daily. If any material 
falls below Armstrong’s rigid standards, it is rejected.

OR twenty-two years Armstrong has been telling 

the public about Armstrong’s Linoleum Floors 
through a continual program of advertising in nation- 
ally-distributed magazines. As a result of this con- 
sumer advertising, the name, ‘“‘Armstrong’s’’ has be- 
come synonymous with linoleum and this acceptance 
has made it easier for the merchant to sell the Arm- 
strong Line. Supplementing this advertising are a 
number of services designed to aid merchants. Some 
of them are described below: 


BUREAU OF INTERIOR DECORATION 


During the past twenty-one years, more than halfa 
million requests have been received for advice on deco- 
ration problems by the Armstrong Bureau of Interior 
Decoration. Most of these inquiries have come from 
women attracted by Armstrong color advertisements 
in magazines. No charge is ever made for this service. 

There are two basic types of bureau service. One is 
the selection of complete color schemes for a given 
room. There are no “‘stock’”’ schemes and each room is 
given individual treatment. The prospect is sent actual 
swatches of wall paper, wood trim, upholstery and 
curtain fabrics, and rugs, as well as the recommended 
linoleum and Linowall patterns. 

The other service has to do with the designing of 
special Custom-Craft floors for merchants. Complete 
designs in actual colors are made in scale to fit the 
customer’s floors. Hundreds of merchants can point to 
much commercial business they have obtained largely 
by aid of this design service. Another way in which the 
bureau’s design service is employed is in laying out 
display floors in retail linoleum departments. Many 
leading stores have display floors designed by the bureau. 


BUREAU OF RETAIL MERCHANDISING 


The Armstrong Bureau of Retail Merchandising has 
often been called by merchants a clearing house of lino- 
leum information. Over a period of several years a vast 
amount of reference material has been compiled which 
is available to merchants on request. Test cases of 
literally hundreds of stores are on file here, and while 
operators’ names are never divulged, the experiences of 
these merchants help to guide the bureau in its recom- 
mendations to retailers having similar problems. 

Many merchants also have made use of the training 
program offered by the Bureau of Retail Merchandis- 
ing for employees of retail stores. This program includes 
selling, estimating, laying, and interior decoration. 

Another bureau service is the planning and arrang- 
ing of linoleum department interiors. Many of the most 
effective wall cases and other display devices in use in 
stores today were developed by the bureau. 


Many of the findings of the Bureau of Retail Mer- 
chandising are contained in ‘“The Salesmanship Guide- 
book.”’ This 128-page volume contains a wealth of 
valuable information for the retail floor covering sales- 
man. The three-step method brought out in the book 
is a simple, practical selling plan developed for the 
hard surface flooring salesman. 

A simplified, proved stock control system for the 
linoleum department is offered to merchants in the 
book, ‘‘Stock Control—A Key to Profits.” 

“‘The Business Side of Linoleum Installation”’ con- 
tains the results of a survey of the workroom and 
laying operations in 223 retail stores. It is augmented 
by stop-watch time studies of actual installations. 

Latest bureau publication is Armstrong’s Job Con- 
trol, based upon a two-year study of the procedure 
necessary in controlling a job from the first contact 
with the customer, through the measuring, estimating, 
pricing, and installation steps. The plan is based upon 
three simple forms which effectively control the entire 
operation with a minimum of effort. 


RETAIL ADVERTISING SERVICE 


The Customer’s Service Section of the Advertising 
Department offers a real aid to merchants in planning 
their local advertising. Tailor-made campaigns are 
planned in keeping with local conditions; include 
newspaper and direct mail copy and local radio 
announcements. This individualized service is in addi- 
tion to the complete assortment of literature and 
display material supplied regularly to merchants. 


LINOLEUM LOGIC 


Now in its twenty-fourth year, Linoleum Logic 
is the recognized trade paper of the retail linoleum 
business. Successful merchandising methods employed 
by individual retailers, new markets for the sale of 
hard surface floorings, outstanding installation pic- 
tures, editorials by prominent retailers, display ideas, 
hints for layers—all are brought to the attention of 
merchants through this monthly newspaper. Sub- 
scriptions to the trade are free. 


LAYING SCHOOL 


The services of the Armstrong Laying School are 
available to those merchants who wish to familiarize 
their mechanics with the latest information on the 
installation of linoleum, sink tops, flash type cove and 
base, custom floors, felt-base and Linowall. There is no 
cost except for travel to Lancaster and living expenses 
for the student. Many merchants capitalize this ser- 
vice by advertising “‘factory-trained layers” upon com- 
pletion of the layer’s course of training.
